Washington — (/P) — Stricter 
regulations for airplane pilots go 
into effect September 1, and 
! after that date fliers must keep 
i in practice if they are to fly more 
j than one type of plane. 
Under the new departm ent of 
commerce regulations a pilot will 
be licensed to fly for hire one of 
more of 12 classes of planes upon 
>which he satisfactorily passes 
flying tests, and the classes will 
be specified upon his license 
card. Present holders of trans­ 
port 
and 
limited 
commercial 
pilots licenses will be required 
to take the tests when they ap­ 
ply for semi-annual renewal of 
the licenses. 
The new requirements will give 
assurance to air passengers that 
the flier is qualified to handle 
the type or class of plane he is 
flying and has kept in practice 
on it. 
• The rules provide that a pilot 
shall not carry passsengers i n a 
class of plane which he has not 
flown for at least two hours in 
the previous 90 days, 01* have had 
30 minutes of practice flying, in­ 
cluding several landings, imme- 


diately prior to the flight. 
During the six m onths’ dura­ 
tion of his license, the pilot, to 
retain the privilege of flying all 
of the classes of planes for which 
he is licensed, must have had 10 
hours on each. If he h&s flown 
less than the required time on 
any class the privilege to fly that 
class will be withdrawn until he 
has passed another test. 
There are three general classi­ 
fications of planes by weight un­ 
der the new regulations. Those 
are planes of less thap 3,500 
pounds gross weight, planes of 
from 3,500 to 7.000 pounds, and 
planes 
of 
more 
than 
7,000 
pounds. Each of these classifica­ 
tions is divided into types— 
planes with one engine and open 
cockpit; more than one engine j 
and open cockpit; single motored 
cabin planes, and multi-motoredj 
cabin planes. 
The classifications apply to 
seaplanes and amphibians as 
well as to land planes. 
If a pilot wishes to fly for hire 
a plane for which he is not li­ 
censed, he may apply to a de­ 
partm ent of commerce inspector 


and be licensed immediately ^up­ 
on passing a flying test to' the 
satisfaction of the inspector. 
Through the new regulations, 
the departm ent of commerce 
seeks to prevent pilots from 
carrying passengers and cargo in 
planes with which they are not 
familiar and running the risk of 
accident because of a lack of 
knoweldge of the characteristics 
of the plane. 


HELPED, SAYS BALDWII

In commenting upon the farm 
situation, Mr. Baldwin said th at 
the weat crop in Missouri, Okla­ 
homa, Kansas and Nebraska had 
been damaged, as a result of 
which the output will not be so 
heavy as estimated, but the ef­ 
fect will be good because it will 
reduce the wheat surplus. 
The freight movement in terri­ 
tory served by his road will not 
be so heavy this year as in pre­ 
vious years due to the shortage 
in the crop, he said. 
“Business conditions along the 
route served by the Missouri Pa­ 
cific are excellent,” said 
Mr* 
Baldwin. 
“In Texas we had a 
wonderful early vegetable crop

Lafayette, Ind.—Indiana farm ­ 
ers were as near returning to 
the usual acreage of crops this 
year as the weather would per­ 
mit, and the total acreage of 
crops on July 1 was about 300,- 
000 greater than was harvested 
a year ago, according to the crop 
report issued by the department 
of agricultural statistics of the 
Pùrdue University agricultural 
experiment station in co-opera­ 
tion with the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 
The large in­ 
crease in acreage over last year 
is mainly due ¿o clover stands 
secured on wheat fields from 
which nothing was harvested 
a year ago. 
Corn, oats, and barley acre­ 
ages, which were largely 
in­ 
creased a.,year ago, on land where 
the winter wheat was killed, 
were sharply reduced this year. 
The reduction in corn and oats 
was somewhat greater than indi­ 
cated in March as wet weather 
hindered seeding of both, and 
rendered some intended seeding 
impossible. The acreage of win­ 
ter wheat rye and hay, is largely 
increased over the low acreage 
of last year, when the grains and 
« clover suffered severe winter loss. 
The past winter caused only 
nominal losses. 
Condition of winter wheat on 
July 1 was reported at 83 per 
' cent of normal, which forecasts 
a production of 27,008,000 bush­ 
els from the 1,626,000 acres to be 
harvested, or 286 per cent of 
the short crop of last year. The 
corn acreage is 4,262,000, or 96 
per cent of last year, which with 
a reported condition of 72 per 
cent of normal forecasts a pro­ 
duction of 144,226,000 bushels, or 
92 per cent of last year’s crop. 
Oats production is forecast at 
59,098,000 bushels, or 66 per cent 
of last year, while barley shows 
a like reduction with a forecast 
of 60 per cent of last year’s 
crop, or 1,349,000 bushels. 
Rye 
production is forecast, at 85 per 
cent of last year, while potatoes, 
with acreage cut, are forecast at 
, 73 per cent of last year. Clover 
and mixed hay are reported as 
good.

determ ine the urgent need of 
added go v ernm ent ho spital co n­ 
structio n from Congress. 
U nder the World W ar V eter­ 
a ns’ Act, 19 24. as amended, in 
Section 202, P aragraph 10, all 
v eterans m entally ill. as well as 
a few o ther classes of the dis­ 
abled, are eligible to treatm ent 
and care in go v ernm ent ho spi­ 
tals regardless of w hether the 
v eterans can trace their illness 
directly to serv ice in the war. 
The V eterans’ Bureau waiting I 


list in M inneso ta consists only of 
those v eterans or their gu ar­ 
dians who definitely m ake appli­ 
catio n for ho spital care. On this 
list are 24 v eterans whose dis­ 
abilities hav e no t yet b^en co n­ 
nected w ith serv ice, but where 
the claims are still in th e pro ­ 
cess of adjudicatio n. There are 
eight serv ice co nnected v eterans 
on this list. The V eterans’ Hos- 
nital at St. Cloud is now o v er­ 
taxed by fo urteen patients. 
The abov e does no t take into 
co nsideratio n some 50 psychotic 
patients now hospitalized in the 
o bserv ation ward a t the go v ern­ 
m ent ho spital a t Ft. Snelling, 
the m ajo rity of whom hav e be­ 
come perm anent ho spital cases 
because there hav e been no beds 
av ailable in o ther go v ernment 
institutio ns for the m entally ill. 
The directo r of soldier welfare

Rush county has been a, rail- 


road center-for. .almost a half 
century. The first train was run 
into Rushville on September 10, 
1850, and was from ShelbyVille.
